DIED SUNDAY 



Noted as a Statesman From 
the Lakes to the 
Gulf. 



WADE DULUTH FAMOUS. 



Was Governor of Kentucky for 
a Term of Four 
Vears. 



Lebanon, Ky - June 19.— James 
Proctor Knott, former governor of 
Kentucky and prominent for many 
years in confess, died Sunday after- 
noon at his home in this city at the 
age of 82 years. He had been en 
feebled and partially blind sor sever 
al years. 

Mr. Knott was admitted to the 
bar in 1851 and took up the practice 
of law at Memphis, Mo., weere he 
lived until 1862. He was elected a 
msmber of the Missouri legislature 
in 1858 and was attorney-general 
for the State from 1859 until 1862. 
He was elected to congress from 
Kentucky in 1867 and served one 
term. In 1877 he was again elected 
to congress and served another term 
From 1883 to 1887 he 
of Kentucky. 

During his term in congress he 
was regarded as one of the ablest 
speakers on the democrati: side and 
while speaking against an appropri 
ation fof the betterment of harbor 
facilities for Duluth. Minn., he re- 
ferred to that city as the "zenith 
city of the unsalted seas," an ex- 
pression which made him famous the 
country over. His widow survives 
him.

Its great- 
est depth is about 100 miles north 
of the island of St. Thomas, where 
it reaches 3,875 fathoms, or about 
four miles and a quarter. Except in 
the neighborhood of its coast line 
and in certain shallower areas, the 
floor of the Atlantic basin at its 
widest part lies at a depth of from 
••i.000 to 8,000 fathoms, the slopes 
l>eing extremely gradual. In some 
parts, as for instance to the west- 
ward of Ireland, the slope is only 
about six feet to the mile. Were the 
waters removed, lite bottom of the 
ocean would appear much more level 
than some people think.

EARLY observation of rain. 

The rain guuge made in 1(539 by 
Benedetto Castelli, Galileo's contem- 
jtorary, has been regarded as the 
first, but evidence of earlier instru- 
ments has been found by Dr. Y. 
Wads, of the Corean Meteorological 
observatory at Chemulpo. 

From Corean records, it seems 
that rain gauges were regularly used 
as early as 1448. They were bronze 
vases 15 inches deep and seven 
inches in diameter, mounted on pil- 
lars, and King Sejo ordered them 
placed at the observatory and sup- 
plied to the provinces and cantons, 
reports of the observations to be sent 
to court.

Judge O'Rear's speech was of par 
ticular interest to the farmers, for 
tne biggest portion of it had to do 
with agricultural conditions. 

He told of a meeting with Dr. 
Amuss, of Caldwell county, who was 
recently tried at Hopkinsville on the 
charge of being a "night rider,"and 
said tnat tne doctor expressed regret 
that he was of an opposite political 
faith, and was, therefore, unable to 
vote for Judge O'Rear in the event 
of his nomination.
